State  and  Provincial  laws  re.^arding  possession,  sale,  shipment 
and  export,  and  licenses,  has  bc3n  prepared  primcrily  as  an  aid  to  Federal 
officials  in  conductinr;  invosti<:;,r.ticns  under  the  Laccy  Act  and  enforcing 
its  previsions,  and  to  answer  inquiries  of  State  game  officials,  individual 
trappers,  ?.nd  others. 

Every  of  fort  has  been  made  to  have  the  su:;jmcj:ies  substantially  correct, 
but  since  the  trcppin.-^;  seasons  in  many  States  and  Provinces  are  subject  to 
change  by  orders  or  regulations  cf  the  respective  grjTxG  authorities,  it  is 
well  for  trappers  and  others  concornod  to  frrjiiiliarizo  themselves  T:ith  the 
provisions  of  Stc.te  and  Provincial  lews,  crdors,  and  re.c^lr.tions  before  en- 
gaginfi  in  trapping  or  cthor  activities  involvin"  fur  animals  or  parts  thero- 
of. 
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TIffi  FEDSRAI,  lACEY  ACT 

An  Act  of  Congress  of  Majr  25,  1900  (31  Stat.  187)  as  osiended,  kno^ra  as  thf^ 
LacGv  Act,  provides,  among  otlicr  things,  that  it  shall  bo  unlavvful  for  any  per- 
son, firm,  corporation,  or  association  to  deliver  or   kroT^iingly  receive  for  ship- 
ment, transportation,  or  carriage,  or  to  ship,  transport,  or  carry  by  any  means 
whatever,  from  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  to,  into,  or 
through  any  other  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  to  a  for- 
eign country,  any  wild  animal  *  '*'  *  or  the  dead  body  or  part  thereof  imported 
from  a  foreign  country  contrary  to  any  law  of  the  United  States,  or  captured, 
killed,  taken,  purchased,  sold,  or  possessed  contrary  to  any  such  law,  or  cap- 
tured, killed,  taken,  shipped,  transported,  carried,  purchased,  sold,  or  pos- 
sessed contrcxj^  to  the  law  of  an3'  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia, 
or  foreign  countr3'  or  State,  Province,  or  other  subdivision  thereof  in  which  it 
was  captured,  killed,  taken,  purchased,  sold,  or  possessed,  or  in  which  it  was 
delivered  or  knoT/ingly  received  for  shipment,  transportation,  or  carriage,  or 
from  which  it  was  shipped,  transported,  or  crir-ricd;  or  to  transport,  bring,  or 
convoy,  by  any  means,  from  any  foreign  country  into  the  United  States,  any  wild 
animal,  or  the  dead  body  or' part  thereof,  captured,  killed,  taken,  shipped, 
transported,  or  ccjrried  contrary  to  the  law  of  the  foreign  country,  or  State, 
Province,  or  other  subdivision  thereof,  in  wbicri  it  was  captured,  killed,  or 
taken,  or  from  which  it  was  shipped,  transported,  or  c-arried.   Tlio  Act  furtls.cr 
provides  that  no  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association  purchasing  or  receiv- 
ing any  wild  animal,  or  the  dead  bod;,-  or  part  thereof,  imported  from  any  foreign 
country,  or  shipped,  transported,  or  carried  in  interstate  commerce,  shall  make 
any  false  record  cr  render  any  account  that  is  false  in  reference  thereto. 

An  amendment  of  June  15,  1935  (49  Stat.  380)  confers  upon  employees  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  (see  note)  authorized  to  enf';rco  the  Act,  power  to 
arrest  any  person  comraitting  a  violation  of  the  Act  in  his  presence  or  viexv, 
and  also,  under  warrant,  to  search  for  and  seize  any  wild  animals  or  the  dead 
bodies  or  parts  thereof  shipped,  tr'\nsported,  cr  carried  in  violation  of  the  Act 

An  amendment  cf  June  19,  1939  (53  Stat.  840)  provides  that  all  packages 
or  containers,  except  those  from  foreign  countries,  in  v,hich  the  furs,  hides, 
or  skins  of  wild  anim.als  are  shipped,  transported,  or  carried  shall  be  plainly 
and  clearly  marked  or  labeled  on  the  outside  thereof  with  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  the  shipper  and  the  consignac.
